Noncultivation of 
Citrus Promises 
Better Crops 


BERKELEY, Complete non-cul- 
tivation of citrus orchards, elim- 
inating cover crops and tillage, 
promises better soil condition ‘and 
lower long-run expense, accord- 
ing to studies of the University 
of California at the Citrus Ex- 
periment station, Riverside. 

Experience in this field is limit- 
ed, however, because only 50,000 
of California’s 330,000 citrus acres 
are non-cultivated, on most of 
these have been under this sys- 
tern for only a limited time. 

The best information available 
ym that subject has now been 
oublished by the College of Agri- 
culture in a free circular, Elimin- 
ating Tillage in Citrus Soil Man- 
agement. It is available upon re- 
quest from the local offices of 
farm advisors or from the Public 
Service Office, University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley 4. The booklet 
is based on the experience of the 
growers, their records, and a sur- 
vey of non-cultivated orchards,
